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DETAILED ACTION 
Non-Final Rejection 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR LI 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 6/14/04 has been entered. 

Claims 10, 15, 17, 19, 23, 34, 35, and 36 are pending. 

Applicants' traversal and the amendment to claims 10, 15, 19, 23, and 34-36 in paper file 
don 6/14/04 is acknowledged and considered. 

The indicated allowability of claims 15 and 17 are withdrawn in view of the newly 
discovered reference to Vlasov et al., Biopolim. Kletka, 1988, 4, pages 250-4 (article in 
Russian). Rejections based on the newly cited reference(s) follow. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 
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Claim 15 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Vlasov et al. 5 
Biopolim. Kletka, 1988, 4, pages 250-4 (article in Russian and English translation provided by 
translation branch at USPTO). 

Claim 15 reads on a method of making a viral vector comprising an exogenous gene 
comprising the steps of: mixing the viral vector with the exogenous gene and freezing and 
thawing the mixture two or more times. 

Vlasov teaches a method of DNA encapsulation into Sendai virus capsule using five 
freeze/thaw cycles (page 5 of the English translation). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 USPQ 459 
(1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining obviousness under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 



1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating obviousness 
or nonobviousness. 
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Claims 15 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being obvious over Vlasov et 
al., Biopolim. Kletka, 1988, 4, pages 250-4 taken with Hoon et al., (US 6,472,375, cited on a 
previous PTO-892). 

The applied reference has a common inventor with the instant application. Based upon 
the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art only under 35 U.S.C. 
102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) might be overcome by: (1) a showing under 37 
CFR 1.132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in the reference was derived from the 
inventor of this application and is thus not an invention "by another"; (2) a showing of a date of 
invention for the claimed subject matter of the application which corresponds to subject matter 
disclosed but not claimed in the reference, prior to the effective U.S. filing date of the reference 
under 37 CFR 1.131; or (3) an oath or declaration under 37 CFR 1.130 stating that the 
application and reference are currently owned by the same party and that the inventor named in 
the application is the prior inventor under 35 U.S.C. 104, together with a terminal disclaimer in 
accordance with 37 CFR 1.321(c). For applications filed on or after November 29, 1999, this 
rejection might also be overcome by showing that the subject matter of the reference and the 
claimed invention were, at the time the invention was made, owned by the same person or 
subject to an obligation of assignment to the same person. See MPEP § 706.02(1)(1) and § 
706.02(1)(2). 

Vlasov teaches a method of DNA encapsulation into Sendai virus capsule using five 
freeze/thaw cycles (page 5 of the English translation). However, Vlasov does not specifically 
teach the step of inactivating the virus. 
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However, at the time the invention was made, Hoon et al, teach that by treating HVJ 
with detergent, heat and UV light any pathogenic effects of HVJ in the host are inactivated 
(column 9). 

It would have been prima facie obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art at the time 
the invention was made to combine the teaching of Vlasov taken with Hoon, namely to inactivate 
the virus. One of ordinary skill in the art would have been motivated to inactivate the virus to 
reduce the pathogenic effects of the virus in a host as taught by Hoon. 

Therefore the invention as a whole would have been prima facie obvious to one ordinary 
skill in the art at the time the invention was made. 

Conclusion 

Claims 10, 19, 23, and 34-36 are in condition for allowance because the claims are free of 
the prior art of record.
